The  Association  Building  is  open  every  week-day,  from  8,  A.  M.,  to  10, 
P.  M.,for  all  who  wish  to  enter  its  doors.  It  offers  rare  opportunities  to 
the  young  men  of  our  city  for  their  physical ,  social ,  mental  and  spiritual 
improvement. 

Every  young  man  may  have  free  use  of  many  advantages  the  building 
affords ,  including  the  reading-room ,  which  is  generously  supplud  with  the 
leading  dailies ,  illustrated  and  literary  weeklies  and  magazines. 

Our  members  have  the  additional  privilege  of  the  circulating  library  of 
nearly  twenty-five  hundred  well  selected  volumes;  gymnasium,  first  class  in 
its  appointments;  baths,  with  hot  and  cold  water;  socicd  room,  supplied 
with  chess  and  checkers;  lyceum;  orchestra;  admission  with  lady  to  recep¬ 
tion  on  fourth  Tuesday  evening  of  each  month,  and  other  attractions. 

By  the  annual  payment  of  two  dollars,  any  person  of  good  moral  char¬ 
acter,  without  regard  to  religious  belief,  may  become  an  associate  member ; 
and  any  male  member  of  a  Protestant  Evangelical  Church  an  active  member. 

All  young  men  are  given  a  hearty ,  cordial  invitation  to  attend  our  relig¬ 
ious  services.  Training  Class,  at  8  o'clock,  Saturday  night;  Bible  Class 
Sunday  morning ,  at  9.15  o'clock,  and  Gospel  Meeting ,  every  Sunday  after¬ 
noon,  at  3.15  o'clock,  except  the  first  in  each  month,  are  held  especially  for 
them. 

A  Service  of  Song  on  the  first  Sabbath  of  each  month,  at  3.15  o' clock,  is  for 
everybody. 

Other  services  in  the  building  are  a  daily  Prayer-Meeting  at  noon,  and 
Evening  Prayers  at  9.^5,  P.  M. 

Interesting  meetings  are  conducted  on  Sunday,  at  9,  A.  M.,  at  the  County 
Jail ;  at  6,  P.  M.,  at  the  City  Hospital,  and  open-air  services  at  the  Capitol 
park  during  the  summer.

HE  retrospect  of  the  work  of  the  year  just  closed  shows  us 
much  of  failure;  of  opportunities  neglected  or  slighted; 
of  misspent  energy,  perhaps,  in  some  directions,  and  wasted 
labor  in  unfruitful  fields;  but  we  hope  that  from  these  fail¬ 
ures  and  misapplied  efforts  lessons  have  been  garnered  which  will  make 
even  failures  “blessings  in  disguise.”  The  experience  gained  has 
brought  knowledge  of  what  to  avoid,  and,  in  the  light  of  that  knowl¬ 
edge,  we  put  up  the  danger-signals  and  move  on  to  our  future  work. 

But,  while  regretting  failure,  we  are  cheered  by  the  greater  measure 
of  success  which  has  attended  us.  During  the  year  the  Lord  has  given 
us  marked  evidences  of  His  approval  of  our  attempts,  feeble  though 
they  have  been,  to  serve  Him,  and  we  reach  the  close  of  our  twenty- 
ninth  year  with  hearts  full  of  thankfulness,  with  brightened  hopes,  and 
a  feeling  of  encouragement  which  verges  upon  enthusiasm,  inciting  us 
to  larger  effort  and  stronger  intent  to  fill  out,  as  far  as  in  us  lies,  the 
measure  of  duty  resting  upon  us. 

Our  chief  aim,  as  a  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,  is  the  using  of 
every  effort  to  bring  within  healthful  surroundings  the  young  men  of  our 
city,  and  to  so  study  those  who  come  under  our  influence  that  our  efforts 
may  be  intelligently  applied  and  the  great  end  of  our  labors  be  reached 
in  bringing  them  within  the  embrace  of  Christianity,  the  only  safeguard 
against  the  thousand  temptations  to  which  they  are  exposed.  To  ac¬ 
complish  this  end  we  should  make  the  appliances  at  our  command 
varied,  that  we  may  meet  the  wants  of  different  dispositions  and  temper¬ 
aments,  and  thus,  by  the  employment  of  all  means,  “win  some.” 

In  a  community  such  as  ours,  so  rich  in  Christian  helpfulness,  we  feel 
assured  that  the  work  of  our  Association  will  not  be  permitted  to  lan¬ 
guish  or  be  restricted  for  the  want  of  pecuniary  assistance  or  personal 
cooperation,  and  we  are  satisfied  that  this  assistance  and  cooperation 
could  be  secured  if  our  citizens  would  visit  our  rooms  frequently  and 
familiarize  themselves  with  our  work,  and  so  acquire  the  knowledge, 
gained  from  personal  observation,  of  what  we  are  doing  for  the  religious, 
moral,  intellectual  and  physical  welfare  of  young  men. 
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We  have  endeavored  to  keep  abreast  of  the  progress  in  Association 
methods  by  sending  representatives  to  District,  State,  and  International 
Conventions,  and  to  General  Secretaries’  Conferences,  utilizing  whatever 
of  value  could  be  gathered  from  such  meetings. 

At  the  March  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  David  McConaughy,  Jr.,  to  date  May  i,  was  presented,  and,  with 
much  regret,  accepted.  Mr.  McConaughy’s  service  as  General  Secre¬ 
tary  had  been  so  satisfactory,  and  he  had  so  won  our  confidence  by  his 
consistent  Christian  life  among  us,  that  his  resignation  was  accepted 
only  after  he  had  presented  unanswerable  reasons  for  his  action.  He 
left  us  to  assume  charge  of  the  Harlem  Branch  of  the  New  York  City 
Association,  from  which  he  subsequently  retired  to  take  charge  of  the 
Philadelphia  Association,  which  position  he  now  occupies.  Our  Asso¬ 
ciation  gratefully  remembers  his  successful  labors  in  its  behalf. 

At  the  April  meeting  of  the  Board,  Mr.  John  C.  Lynch,  formerly 
Assistant  Secretary,  subsequently  General  Secretary  of  the  Association 
at  Burlington,  Vt.,  was  elected  successor  to  Mr.  McConaughy,  and  we 
are  daily  appreciating  the  fact  that,  in  his  selection  as  our  General  Sec¬ 
retary,  we  have  taken  no  step  backward.  Mr.  Lynch  assumed  the  duties 
of  his  position  May  i,  and  on.  the  evening  of  May  2,  a  Reception  was 
tendered  to  the  retiring  and  incoming  Secretaries  under  charge  of  a 
special  committee  of  the  Board. 

On  March  14,  the  Annual  Reception  to  active  members  was  given,  at 
which  the  several  committees,  through  their  chairmen,  presented  the 
outlines  of  the  work  proposed  for  the  year. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  State  Executive  committee,  held  in  our  build¬ 
ing  March  27,  Mr.  W.  A.  Bowen,  who  was  acting  as  Secretary  of  the 
Harrisburg  District,  was  elected  Assistant  State  Secretary  with  head¬ 
quarters  in  our  city. 

On  April  21,  the  District  Convention  was  held  in  our  parlors,  ten 
Associations  and  two  towns  without  organizations  being  represented 
by  twenty-six  young  men  and  about  as  many  of  our  own  members.  The 
delegates  were  entertained  at  dinner  and  supper  in  our  hall  by  our  lady 
friends. 

Our  Association  was  represented  by  Assistant  Secretary  Herbert  L. 
Brown  at  the  General  Secretaries’  Conference  at  Racine,  Wis.,  May 
12-15,  and  at  the  International  Convention  at  Milwaukee,  May  16-20. 

A  very  enjoyable  feature  of  the  July  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Mana¬ 
gers  was  a  supper  served  in  our  parlors,  given  to  the  married  men  by 
the  bachelors  of  the  Board,  and  an  evening  of  great  social  enjoyment 
was  passed. 

At  the  September  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Jones 
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Wister,  as  Treasurer  of  the  Association,  was  presented,  and  resolutions 
expressive  of  our  appreciation  of  bis  valuable  services  were  unani¬ 
mously  passed.  Mr.  G.  M.  McCauley  was  chosen  to  succeed  Mr. 
Wister. 

September  18-19,  ^ie  Annual  Conference  of  the  General  Secretaries 
of  our  State  was  held  in  Carlisle.  The  members  of  the  Conference  vis¬ 
ited  us  whilst  en  route  to  York  to  attend  the  State  Convention,  which 
was  held  September  20-23,  and  at  which  we  were  represented  by  four¬ 
teen  delegates.  The  visitors  were  dined  in  our  hall,  and  again  our  lady 
friends  were  present  with  their  indispensable  help. 

September  25,  a  Reception  was  given  by  the  Board  to  the  committee¬ 
men,  at  which  reports  were  made  by  the  delegates  to  the  State  Conven¬ 
tion,  and  the  committee  chairmen  announced  their  plans  for  the  work 
of  the  winter. 

At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Board,  Mr.  M.  L.  Metzger  resigned 
as  a  member  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  J.  Q.  Stewart  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  to  fill  the  place 
of  Mr.  William  Weeber,  whose  seat  was  declared  vacant. 

In  November  Mr.  Robert  A.  McFadden  resigned  his  position  as  Libra¬ 
rian,  other  duties  demanding  his  attention,  and  Mr.  E.  J.  Jones  was 
chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

By  invitation  of  our  Board  of  Managers,  the  members  of  the  York 
Board  visited  us  on  the  evening  of  December  4,  and,  after  a  brief 
business  meeting,  a  collation  was  served  and  a  very  delightful  evening 
of  social  intercourse  was  enjoyed. 

Mr.  C.  Will  Dietrich  retired  from  our  Association  September  1,  to  ac¬ 
cept  the  Assistant  Secretaryship  of  the  Pittsburgh  Association. 

Another  warning  to  have  our  lamps  trimmed  and  burning  has  been 
given  us  in  the  deaths  of  two  of  our  members  : 

George  W.  Wyant,  of  our  active  list,  and 

Alfred  Dickel,  associate. 

Our  friends  have  again  practically  exhibited  their  interest  in  our 
work  by  their  gifts  and  assistance  during  the  year.  Mr.  T.  T.  Wierman 
has  followed  up  his  former  gifts  of  coal,  and  our  thanks  are  as  warm  as 
his  thoughtfulness  has  made  our  rooms.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the 
Harrisburg  Publishing  Company  for  donations  of  Harpers'  and  Scrib¬ 
ner' s  Monthlies ,  to  Mr.  John  Winn  for  eight  volumes  of  “  Letters  Writ¬ 
ten  by  a  Turkish  Spy,”  a  work  one  hundred  and  forty-three  years  old, 
which  now  enriches  our  museum,  to  which  department,  have  also  been 
added  a  number  of  valuable  minerals  and  curiosities.  We  are  also 
much  indebted  to  our  city  papers — Patriot ,  Telegraph ,  and  Independ¬ 
ent — for  repeated  favors  in  notices  of  meetings,  receptions,  &c.,  &c., 
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and  to  many  friends  for  .copies  of  religious  papers  for  distribution. 
Nor  do  we  forget  the  ladies  who  have,  with  characteristic  zeal,  come  to 
our  aid  whenever  their  assistance  was  needed.  To  the  Ladies’  Ad¬ 
visory  Committee  we  owe  the  many  comforts  in  the  pleasant  home  we 
occupy,  which,  but  for  their  care,  would  be  lacking. 

For  several  years  we  were  burdened  with  a  mortgage  of  $3,000  on 
our  building,  the  carrying  of  which  clogged  our  efforts  and  made  our 
progress  toilsome.  One  thousand  dollars  of  this  debt  was  paid  some¬ 
thing  more  than  a  year  since,  and  during  the  past  year  the  remaining 
$2,000  was  cancelled,  and  we  are  now  free  from  debt.  Could  the  gen¬ 
erous  friends  who  aided  us  to  this  end  look  into  our  hearts,  they  would 
there  find  such  a  store  of  thanks  as  cannot  find  expression  in  mere 
words.  All  we  can  say  is,  “we  thank  you,”  and  we  mean  it.  Our 
home  is  now  our  own.  Truly  we  can  say,  “  Hitherto  hath  the  Lord 
helped  us.” 

The  Association  has  reason  to  congratulate  itself  that  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  its  affairs  has  been  in  the  hands  of  a  Board  composed  of  Chris¬ 
tian  gentlemen,  thoroughly  in  earnest  and  devoted  in  their  attention  to 
the  welfare  of  our  Association.  They  have  been  faithful  in  the  face  of 
discouragements,  and  have  met  every  duty  with  the  energy  which  insures 
success. 

Our  usual  New  Year’s  Reception  was  given,  by  the  Board  of  Mana¬ 
gers,  assisted  by  the  ladies.  The  most  gratifying  feature  of  this  Recep¬ 
tion  was  that  among  the  callers  was  a  large  number  of  young  men  who 
had  seldom  or  never  before  visited  our  building.  An  entertaining  pro¬ 
gramme  of  music  and  readings  was  arranged  for  the  evening,  and  our 
hall  was  filled  with  young  men. 

In  retiring  from  my  position  as  your  presiding  officer,  it  would  be 
unjust  to  you,  and  certainly  doing  violence  to  my  own  convictions,  did 
I  fail  to  express  how  greatly  I  have  been  indebted  to  your  uninter¬ 
rupted  courtesy  and  the  ever  ready  assistance  of  the  Officers  and  Board 
of  Managers.  I  have  had  nothing  but  kindness  and  forbearance  at 
your  hands,  and  I  retire  with  a  feeling  of  gratitude  born  of  the  con¬ 
sciousness  that  failure  would  have  been  mine  had  I  not  received  so 
largely  of  your  aid. 

It  now  only  remains  to  turn  over  my  robes  of  office  to  our  President¬ 
elect,  Mr.  D.  W.  Cox,  and  I  do  so  in  full  confidence  that  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  affairs  of  our  Association  will  receive  that  attention  which 
their  importance  demands.

HE  twenty-ninth  year  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Associ¬ 
ation  of  Harrisburg  has  run  its  course,  and,  before  begin¬ 
ning  the  labors  of  another  year,  wTe  pause  for  a  moment  to 
briefly  review  the  past. 

We  have  endeavored  to  perform  faithfully  the  work  committed  to  our 
trust,  and  know  that  our  labor  has  not  been  in  vain.  As  we  look  back 
over  our  steps,  we  find  abundant  cause  for  rejoicing,  in  that  God  has  so 
signally  blessed  our  feeble  efforts  to  save  young  men  from  moral  and 
physical  ruin,  to  develop  Christian  character,  and  to  point  them  to  the 
“Lamb  of  God  which  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world.” 

Every  phase  of  our  multiform  work  is  reported  by  our  various  com¬ 
mittees,  and  is  so  well  known  that  a  further  detailed  report  is  unnec¬ 
essary. 

Our  building,  open  every  week-day  and  evening,  has  presented  a  safe 
and  pleasant  resort  in  opposition  to  the  hundreds  of  alluring  places  with 
harmful  and  debasing  surroundings.  A  pure  and  ennobling  atmosphere, 
ever  present,  made  it  an  attractive  and  popular  retreat,  free  from  evil 
influences. 

Young  men  could  constantly  be  found  in  the  library  consulting  books, 
or  in  friendly  intercourse  with  their  fellows.  An  average  of  one  hundred 
and  two  daily  visited  the  reading-room,  and  enjoyed  a  quiet  perusal  of 
the  many  papers  and  magazines  there  accessible.  Hundreds  found 
amusement  in  the  social-room  and  had  a  friendly  chat,  or  joined  in  song 
in  the  cheerful  parlors.  The  well  equipped  gymnasium  attracted  many 
young  men,  who  took  advantage  of  the  opportunities  it  afforded  for 
healthful  physical  exercise,  and  many  also  made  free  use  of  the  baths  in 
connection  therewith. 

The  aggregate  number  of  young  men  visiting  all  departments  of  the 
building,  not  including  the  attendance  at  meetings,  was  seventy-one 
thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-six,  some  of  whom  came  in  frequently, 
others  occasionally,  and  strangers  were  continually  welcomed. 
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Our  members’  Monthly  Receptions,  always  of  a  high  order,  have 
been  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  those  of  the  past,  there  being  six  in  num¬ 
ber,  with  a  total  attendance  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine  persons.  In  addition  to  these,  four  special  receptions  had  an  at¬ 
tendance  of  nine  hundred  and  fifty  young  men,  and  were  productive  of 
many  good  results. 

The  Lyceum  performed  excellent  literary  work,  and  in  addition  to  its 
weekly  gatherings  a  creditable  public  entertainment  and  course  of  Practi¬ 
cal  Talks  were  given  by  business  and  professional  gentlemen  of  our  city. 
The  talks  abounded  in  plain,  practical  suggestions,  which  were  not  with¬ 
out  their  influence  upon  the  young  men  present. 

The  Orchestra  rendered  some  valuable  assistance  in  our  social  work ; 
but,  owing  to  circumstances  beyond  our  control,  its  service  was  less  effi¬ 
cient  than  it  would  otherwise  have  been. 

The  Lecture  Committee  met  with  gratifying  success  in  a  Japanese 
tea-party  and  a  lecture  by  Hon.  Lewis  Emery,  Jr.,  but  other  attractions 
presented  met  with  the  same  lack  of  appreciation  which  characterized 
the  lecture  course  last  year. 

The  Museum  received  some  accessions  of  valuable  minerals  and 
relics. 

The  Base  Ball  Club,  composed  of  our  younger  members,  was  re¬ 
organized  in  the  spring,  and  enjoyed  frequent  friendly  contests  with 
other  organizations.  It  was  a  means  of  attracting  young  men  to  the 
building  who  would  probably  have  been  influenced  in  no  other  way. 

Many  young  men  have  been  temporarily  cared  for,  helped  to  situa¬ 
tions,  directed  to  desirable  boarding-houses,  visited  when  sick,  coun¬ 
selled  and  aided  in  a  variety  of  ways. 

The  formation  of  a  Lyceum  was  a  new  departure  in  our  boys’  work. 
It  provided  the  weekly  entertainments,  with  the  exception  of  the  first 
one  of  each  month  which  was  furnished  by  the  Boys’  Committee.  One 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  was  the  average  attendance  at  the  twenty- 
three  entertainments,  and  thirty-one  at  the  twelve  Lyceum  meetings. 
Much  good  influence  has  certainly  been  exerted  over  the  many  youthful 
visitors  to  the  basement  rooms,  entertainments  and  prayer-meetings. 

In  the  year  just  closed,  as  in  former  ones,  all  these  means  have  been 
subordinated  to  the  one  great  aim  of  winning  young  men  to  Christ  and 
enlisting  them  in  work  for  their  companions. 

The  Daily  Noon  Prayer-meeting  was  sustained  with  a  little  less  than 
the  usual  interest.  We  know  many  are  unable  to  attend  a  meeting  at 
this  hour,  but  surely  there  are  more  than  those  who  do  who  could  come, 
if  only  occasionally. 

Before  closing  the  building  at  night  evening  prayers  were  observed. 
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Service  of  Song,  for  the  general  public,  was  held  the  first  Sabbath  of 
each  month,  except  during  the  summer. 

Our  most  important  meetings — those  for  young  men — have  flourished 
and  borne  fruit.  The  Training  Class  was  held  every  Saturday  evening, 
and  through  it  young  men  have  been  developed  and  made  more  efficient 
in  Christian  work.  The  Bible  Class  met  every  Sunday  morning  to 
search  the  Scriptures,  and  deeply  spiritual  and  impressive  Gospel  Meet¬ 
ings  were  held  each  Sabbath  but  the  first  of  every  month. 

Various  other  meetings  were  held,  influences  exerted,  personal  words 
spoken,  and  good  accomplished,  of  which  the  world  knows  nothing, 
and  of  which  no  adequate  conception  can  be  furnished. 

As  heretofore,  our  efforts  have  gone  beyond  our  building.  Open-air 
services  were  successfully  conducted  in  the  Capitol  Park  from  June  to 
September,  the  service  at  the  County  Jail  has  been  regularly  sustained, 
unusual  interest  has  been  manifested  in  the  service  at  the  City  Hospital, 
and  Sunday  School  was  held  at  the  Home  for  the  Friendless  until  pro¬ 
vision  was  made  for  services  conducted  by  our  city  pastors. 

Frequent  calls  for  services  at  churches  and  elsewhere  were  received, 
and  always  met  with  a  cheerful  response. 

The  old  year,  with  all  its  unimproved  opportunities,  misspent  ener¬ 
gies  and  grand  achievements  is  gone,  and  we  turn  from  it,  “  forgetting 
those  things  which  are  behind,  and  reaching  forth  unto  those  things 
which  are  before.” 

“  Go,  labor  on ;  spend  and  be  spent,

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The  library  of  the  Association  abounds  in  books  of  choice  literary,  scientific,  and 
religious  knowledge.  There  were  no  new  books  added  during  the  year,  the  cost  of 
rebinding  of  a  number  of  the  most  useful  ones,  rendered  necessary  by  constant  use, 
was  as  much  as  the  Association  could  appropriate  to  library  purposes  out  of  its  ordi¬ 
nary  revenue.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  during  the  present  year  much  of  the 
best  popular  literature  of  the  dav  may  be  added,  thereby  making  the  library  a  lead¬ 
ing  attraction  of  the  Association. 

In  addition  to  the  many  magazines,  periodicals,  and  books  consulted  in  the  build¬ 
ing,  there  were  2,347  volumes  circulated  during  the  year,  classified  as  follows  :

LYCEUM. 

That  the  Lyceum  is  a  valuable  auxiliary  to  the  work  of  the  Association  is  a  fact 
no  longer  doubted,  but  not  fully  appreciated  by  the  members  of  the  Association. 

The  Lyceum  at  present  consists  of  about  twenty  young  men.  The  exercises  include 
debates,  original  orations,  essays,  declamations,  select  readings  and  dialogues,  with 
practice  in  parliamentary  law. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Lyceum,  a  course  of  “  Practical  Talks  ”  to  young  men 
was  given  on  the  following  subjects  :  April  10,  “  Plain  Talk  on  Avoided  Subjects,” 
by  Hugh  Pitcairn,  M.  D.  This  was,  in  the  full  sense  of  the  term,  a  “plain  talk.” 
Facts  were  presented  from  a  professional  standpoint,  and  practical  advice  given  on 
subjects  of  vital  interest  to  young  men,  one  hundred  and  sixty  of  whom  were  present. 

May  10,  “  Paddle  your  own  Ganoe,”  by  Mr.  Jones  Wister.  A  talk  abounding  in 
business  advice,  given  in  a  characteristic  and  happy  manner;  seventy  young  men 
were  present.  June  7,  “  The  Earth,  and  How  it  was  Made,”  by  Hugh  Hamilton,  B. 
Sc.,  M.  D.,  illustrated  by  chemical  experiments,  fossils,  sections,  and  numerous  charts, 
prepared  expressly  for  the  occasion.  The  number  of  young  men  in  attendance  was 
eighty-six. 

This  course  was  what  the  Lyceum  aimed  it  should  be — entertaining  and  beneficial 
to  young  men. 
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On  December  28th,  a  public  entertainment,  consisting  of  vocal  and  instrumental 
music,  readings,  recitations,  debate,  and  an  edition  of  the  “  Luminary,”  was  given  by 
the  members  of  the  Lyceum. 

Of  those  who  have  gone  out  from  among  us  during  the  year,  Howard  L.  Calder 
has  entered  Lewisburg  University ;  Clarence  R.  Phillips  is  preparing  to  matriculate 
at  Lehigh  University;  and  S.  Newton  Francis  has  become  part  owner  of  the  Colorado 
State  Republican. 

We  feel  that  the  efforts  of  the  Lyceum  during  the  past  year  have  been  attended 
with  much  success,  and  that  it  has  proved  a  valuable  help  to  all  its  members.

April  1 2th,  Col.  Jacob  Kemple,  of  West  Virginia,  was  engaged  to  deliver  a  lecture 
in  our  Hall  on  “The  Trials  and  Tribulations  of  an  Office-Seeker,”  which  netted  the 
orchestra  a  fair  sum.  May  25th,  the  orchestra  was  engaged  by  the  Sophomore  Class 
of  Dickinson  College,  Carlisle,  to  furnish  music  at  their  annual  contest;  and,  as  usual, 
won  praise  and  commendation  from  both  press  and  public  for  its  fine  selections. 

The  warm  summer  weather  coming  on,  the  orchestra  suspended  practice  for  two 
months,  resuming,  however,  early  in  September,  and  continuing  until,  through  the 
want  of  sufficient  violins,  they  were  compelled  to  cease  until  other  players  could  be 
secured,  two  of  our  old-violin  players  being  unable  to  practice  with  us  on  account  o^ 
conflicting  engagements,  while  another  was  detained  by  having  received  a  severe  in¬ 
jury  to  one  of  his  hands.  The  orchestra,  however,  has  recommenced  practice,  and 
we  are  arranging  to  get  it  back  to  its  old  standard,  the  enthusiasm  and  faithfulness  of 
its  members  insuring  its  success.

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REPORTS

Gomrnittees  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 


FINANCE. 

By  an  unusual  effort  made  during  the  latter  part  of  last  year  and  the  early  part  of 
this  year,  the  entire  mortgage  debt  of  the  Association  has  been  removed. 

.  By  the  generous  support  of  friends  of  the  Association,  together  with  other  sources 
of  revenue,  the  general  expenses  of  the  year  have  been  met,  and  we  close  the  same 
free  from  any  incumbrance  of  debt  of  any  kind. 

While  we  are  thankful  that  we  have  been  able  to  do  so  much,  we  regret  that  we 
are  not  permitted  to  spend  more  money  and  do  greater  good.  We  trust,  however, 
that  what  is  being  done  will  meet  the  approval  of  our  friends,  and  that  we  may  con¬ 
tinue  to  have  the  support  of  the  community. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  shows  a  falling  off  in  the  receipts  from  membership — both 
annual  and  sustaining — and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  membership  will  come  up 
to  a  full  realization  of  the  value  of  the  Association,  so  that  it  may  be  increased  largely 
during  the  coming  year. 

We  appreciate  the  degree  of  approval  which  has  existed,  evidenced  by  the  help 
received,  and  thank  all  who  have  in  any  way  assisted  in  the  work. 

We  urge  upon  those  whom  the  Lord  has  prospered  to  look  into  the  wants  of  the 
Association,  and  make  it  the  most  attractive  resort  for  young  men  in  the  city. 

The  Library  needs  replenishing  with  books,  and  the  room  also  needs  repairs ;  the 
Hall  is  sadly  in  need  of  paper  and  paint;  the  Boys’  Room  should  be  more  comfort¬ 
able.  We  want  $500  for  these  objects — who  will  respond  ? 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  if  we  did  not  speak  of  the  loss  this  committee 
has  sustained  in  the  removal  and  resignation  of  Mr.  Jones  Wister,  who  has  so  faith¬ 
fully  served  the  Association.  He  was  ever  ready  to  take  upon  himself  the  burden  of 
meeting  the  wants  of  the  growing  work,  and  much  of  the  success  of  the  past  year 
and  former  years  is  due  to  his  more  than  generous  efforts.

EXECUTIVE. 

The  Executive  Committee  would  report  that  during  the  past  year  a  general  and 
careful  supervision  has  been  kept  over  the  property  of  the  Association,  and  such  im¬ 
provements  and  alterations  made  as  the  funds  at  our  command  warranted.  Early  in 
the  year  a  careful  examination  of  the  whole  building  was  made,  and  results  reported 
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to  the  Board  The  bath-room  on  the  third  floor  was  improved  in  ventilation  and 
more  thoroughly  cut  off  from  the  other  rooms,  wainscoted  and  repapered.  Seven 
lodging-rooms  were  repapered  and  repaired;  caps  placed  on  chimneys;  wardrobe 
built  for  matron  on  fourth  floor,  and  many  minor  repairs  made. 

Arthur  Van  Cleve,of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  was  engaged  as  Superintendent  of  the  Gym¬ 
nasium,  and  arrived  December  5,  to  take  charge;  but  he  became  seriously  unwell, 
and  was  obliged  to  resign  his  position  and  return  home.  Being  so  late  in  the  year,  it 
was  considered  unadvisable  to  engage  another  superintendent  for  the  season. 

The  twenty-eighth  annual  report  and  the  monthly  bulletin  were  arranged  for  and 
duly  published.  Wellington  G.  Jones  was  engaged  to  take  charge  of  the  Boys’  room 
from  March  to  June,  and  a  new  janitor  was  also  employed.  Subscriptions  for  maga¬ 
zines  and  papers  for  Reading-room  for  1884  have  been  renewed.  Boys  were  detected 
pilfering  books  from  the  Library  and  selling  them  and  the  committee  found  it  neces¬ 
sary  to  have  them  arrested  as  an  example.  The  committee  think  that  the  Hall  and 
Library-room  need  to  be  overhauled  and  made  more  attractive,  and  hope  that  the 
liberality  of  kind  friends  of  the  Association  may  enable  the  work  to  be  done  early  in 
the  year.

LECTURE. 

The  work  of  the  Lecture  Committee  during  the  year  was  not  a  successful  one  finan¬ 
cially.  There  was  a  deficit  of  #135  57  to  commence  with  ;  but  on  the  29th  of  March, 
it  was  reduced  #80  by  the  excellent  entertainment  of  Hon.  Lewis  Emery,  junior, 
State  Senator  from  the  Twenty-fifth  district.  The  theme  was  “Old  and  New  Egypt,” 
and  the  lecture,  if  it  may  be  termed  such,  was  richly  illustrated  by  the  use  of  costly 
apparatus. 

On  the  14th  of  June,  through  the  very  valuable  aid  of  a  number  of  young  ladies, 
a  Japanese  tea  party  was  held  in  the  Hall  of  the  Association,  the  receipts  of  which 
covered  the  indebtedness  of  the  committee  and  left  a  surplus  of  $43  20,  which  was 
placed  in  the  treasury  of  the  Ladies’  Advisory  Committee. 

Owing  to  a  pressure  of  other  matters,  the  chairman  of  the  committe,  Mr.  George 
W.  Mehaffey,  relinquished  his  position  in  September.  The  one  who  makes  this  re¬ 
port  was  then  appointed  chairman  of  the  committee. 

On  the  24th  of  September,  the  Hotchkin  Concert  Company  and  Bell  Ringers  gave 
an  entertainment  in  Association  Hall.  The  night  was  a  very  inclement  one,  and 
financially  the  entertainment  was  not  successful. 

On  the  15th  and  16th  of  November,  Prof.  W.  C.  Richards,  of  Chicago,  gave  two 
very  interesting  as  well  as  instructive  lectures  in  the  Opera  House  on  the  “  Wonders 
of  Electricity”  and  “The  Wonders  of  the  Sun.”  These  entertainments  were  patron¬ 
ized  to  a  degree  that  left  a  deficit  of  $72.  This  sum  has  since  been  provided  for  by 
the  Finance  Committee.

Four  special  receptions  were  given  by  the  Board  of  Managers  (attended  by  950 
persons)  as  follows:  March  14,  Active  Members’  Reception;  May  2,  Farewell  Recep¬ 
tion  given  the  retiring  General  Secretary,  David  McConaughey,  Jr.,  and  a  Welcome 
Reception  to  the  incoming  General  Secretary,  John  C.  Lynch ;  and  September  25, 
Reception  to  Committeemen.  In  lieu  of  the  December  Monthly  Reception  the  Lyceum 
gave  a  “public.” 

The  New  Year’s  Reception  was  given  by  the  Board  of  Managers  and  was  a  pro¬ 
nounced  success.  Ladies  assisted  in  its  preparation  and  received  and  entertained 
callers.  Orchestra,  piano,  and  vocal  music  lent  enjoyment  to  the  occasion  in  the  after¬ 
noon,  and  a  formal  programme  was  presented  in  the  evening.  Three  hundred  young 
men  called  during  the  day— among  them  a  considerable  number  who  seldom,  if  even 
visit  our  building. 
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We  are  more  than  ever  impressed  with  the  wisdon  which  prompted  the  Social  Re¬ 
ceptions,  believing  them  to  be  successful  means  to  a  great  end.

BOYS’  WOT?  K 

The  attention  of  your  Committee  on  Boys’  Work  during  the  past  year  has  been 
almost  wholly  given  to  the  Monday  night  entertainments  in  our  Hall,  the  basement 
rooms  being  in  such  condition  as  to  be  unfit  for  use  in  this  work,  and  our  building 
being  too  much  crowded  to  furnish  other  quarters  in  which  to  gather  the  boys  for 
social  meetings  and  instruction.  Your  Committee  has  found  in  this  much  cause  for 
regret,  for  it  is  in  the  social  meeting,  where  we  come  into  close  personal  relations  with 
the  boys,  that  whatever  of  good  we  can  do,  must  be  accomplished.  Our  gatherings 
for  general  entertainment  in  our  Hall  give  us,  necessarily,  but  a  superficial  connection, 
and  serve  merely  to  keep  alive  our  acquaintance — good,  it  may  be  in  its  way,  but  not 
productive  of  the  results  we  hope  to  reach.  Until  we  are  so  situated  as  to  offer  an 
attractive,  well-appointed  room  in  which  to  present  such  inducements  as  will  draw 
the  boys  to  our  building  every  evening,  as  well  as  to  the  Hall  for  entertainment,  we 
will  find  the  work  so  weighted  with  drawbacks  and  discouragements  as  to  render 
it  laborious,  instead  of  what  it  should,  and,  under  favorable  circumstances,  would 
be  a  pleasure. 

That  the  boys  would  attend  under  such  circumstances  is  fully  evidenced  by  the 
fact  that,  even  in  the  uncomfortable  rooms  in  the  basement,  which  were  opened 
thirty-eight  times  during  the  year,  the  average  attendance  was  fifteen.  The  chairman 
of  your  Committee  has  frequently  been  present,  when  the  rooms  were  more  attractive, 
when  the  attendance  was  from  sixty  to  one  hundred,  and  sometimes  even  greater. 

The  success  of  the  work  hereafter  depends  very  greatly  on  the  answer  to  the 
question  :  Where  shall  we  put  the  boys  ? 

But,  whilst  somewhat  discouraged,  we  do  not  propose  to  abandon  the  work,  but 
will  utilize  to  the  full  every  means  at  hand  and  trust  to  a  way  being  opened  to 
greater  usefulness. 

During  the  year,  six  hundred  and  nineteen  boys  were  enrolled,  an  increase  of  one 
hundred  over  the  previous  year.  Twenty-three  general  entertainments  were  given, 
consisting  of  readings,  music,  magic  lantern  exhibitions,  talks  on  the  war,  and  other 
subjects,  &c.,  &c.  The  entertainments  had  an  average  attendance  of  one  hundred 
and  eighty-seven. 

In  the  fall  of  1883,  a  new  feature  in  our  work  was  inaugurated  by  the  opening  of 
a  boys’  lyceum,  regularly  organized  by  election  of  officers  from  among  the  boys  them¬ 
selves.  Nine  meetings  have  been  held,  the  attendance  averaging  sixty-nine.  This 
branch  of  work  is,  as  yet,  experimental,  and  its  efficiency  as  an  aid  to  the  work  cannot 
now  be  judged. 

The  season  of  1882-3  closed  June  4,  with  an  entertainment  given  by  Mr.  Charles 
Frowert,  which  was  highly  appreciated  by  the  boys.  We  offer  our  thanks  to  Mr. 
Frowert  and  all  others  who  so  kindly  assisted  at  our  entertainments.

The  consolidation  of  the  open-air  service  to  one  point — the  Capitol  Park — was  the 
only  change  made  in  the  meetings  during  the  year. 

The  out  door  work  was  successfully  carried  on  during  the  summer  season,  from 
June  to  October. 

Sabbath,  June  ist,  the  workers  took  tea  in  our  Hall,  and  spent  some  time  in  con¬ 
ference  and  prayer. 

On  September  i6th,a  special  meeting  was  held  for  prayer  for  the  State  Convention 
and  our  winter  work. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  for  young  men,  November  1 1— 1 7,  was  observed  by  a  series 
of  special  services  of  a  profitable  nature. 

The  Association  was  called  upon  by  several  churches  to  conduct  services,  and 
always  cheerfully  responded. 

Evening  prayers  have  been  held  in  the  building  just  before  it  is  closed  at  night. 

Directories  of  the  Evangelical  Churches  and  our  Association  have  been  left  at 

each  of  the  principal  hotels  every  Saturday  evening.  Numerous  tracts  have  been 
distributed,  and  religious  reading  matter  given  each  week  to  the  prisoners  in  the 
county  jail.

On  October  14,  the  meeting  was 
resumed  at  the  former  hour,  3.15,  conducted  by  State  Secretary  Taggart.  It  has  also 
been  led,  at  different  times,  by  L.  D.  Wishard,  College  Secretary  of  the  International 
Committee,  General  Secretary  Reid  of  Reading,  and  Assistant  State  Secretary  Bowen. 

Professor  H.  H.  Rich,  conductor  of  the  “Mozart,”  led  the  singing  for  some  time. 

The  “Tea  Table”  Committee  meeting  is  held  on  the  last  Sunday  evening  of  each 
month.

TRAINING  CLASS. 

The  absorbing  and  all  important  question,  “  How  shall  our  young  men  be  strength¬ 
ened  in  the  Christian  life  ?”  has,  we  believe,  been  answered  by  the  work  of  the 
Training  Class,  held  every  Saturday  evening, .at  8  o’clock. 

This  meeting  (founded  upon  the  admonition  of  Paul  to  Timothy,  “  Study  to  show 
thyself  approved  unto  God,  &c.,”  and  David’s  echo  to  the  same,  “Thy  word  have  I 
hid  in  my  heart,”)  is,  beyond  doubt,  the  most  important  held  by  the  Association. 
For  when  we  have  zealous  Christians  who  have  some  knowledge  of  God’s  word,  we 
always  have  interesting  and  fruitful  gospel  services.  Hence  those  meetings  which 
interest  Christian  young  men  in  the  study  of  the  Bible,  and  inculcate  the  practical 
truths  of  Scripture,  are  always  of  the  most  importance 

The  topics  for  these  meetings  have  been  varied.  During  the  first  quarter  the  class 
studied  how  to  deal  with  inquirers,  doubters,  back  sliders,  the  indifferent,  &c.  The 
second  quarter  was  made  exceedingly  interesting  by  the  novel  manner  in  which  the 
class  answered,  with  Scripture  references,  the  excuses  of  the  leader,  who  imperson¬ 
ated  a  sinner  inquiring  the  “  Way  of  Salvation.” 

The  following  are  some  of  the  practical  Association  and  Scriptural  topics  studied 
during  the  third  and  last  quarters :  “  The  Origin  and  Development  of  the  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Association “  How  to  Conduct  a  Young  Men’s  Meeting;”  “  Hints 
on  Public  and  Private  Prayer;”  “How  to  Deal  with  Men  Socially — with  hints  for 
the  Reception  Committee;”  “Qualifications  of  a  Winner  of  Souls;”  “  Bible  Illustra¬ 
tions — How  to  find  and  how  to  use  ;”  “  The  Make-up  of  the  Bible — Divisions,  Writers, 
Languages,  &c.,”  “  Repentance — what  is  it  ?”  “  Character,  Career,  and  Description  of 
Satan;”  “The  Holy  Spirit — His  Character  and  Work.” 

The  language  of  one  who  has  been  an  active  worker  for  years,  who  said,  “Those 
meetings  have  done  me  more  good  than  any  I  ever  attended,”  we  believe  to  be  the 
sentiment  of  every  one  who  attends  them.

PRISON. 

The  Committee  on  Prison  Instruction  would  report  that  services  have  been  regu¬ 
larly  conducted  at  the  county  prison  throughout  the  year.  The  attendance  has  varied 
considerably,  but  at  no  time  have  we  been  discouraged  on  that  account.  A  sufficient 
number  has  always  been  present  to  make  the  exercises  interesting.  The  singing  has 
been  much  enjoyed,  and,  we  doubt  not,  has  been  blessed  to  the  good  of  many. 

More  personal  work  has  been  done  the  last  year  than  ever  before.  We  have 
frequently  conversed  with  the  inmates,  and  have  been  assured  that  our  services  are 
appreciated. 

Our  work  cannot  be  altogether  in  vain,  for  does  not  the  Word  declare  “  Blessed, 
are  ye  that  sow  beside  all  waters”? 

We  sympathize  deeply  with  these  unfortunate  people,  and,  in  a  very  humble  man¬ 
ner,  are  endeavoring  to  direct  them  in  the  way  they  should  go.  It  is  our  bounden 
duty  as  Christians  to  encourage  and  help  them  in  every  wise  way  we  can. 

For  some  time  we  have  felt  the  importance  of  urging  more  systematic  help  for 
these  unfortunates  after  they  are  released  and  thrown  again  upon  the  world,  often 
without  friends  or  money.  How  easily  they  are  tempted,  and  how  welcomed,  too,  by 
those  who  would  again  lure  them  to  their  ruin  !  An  earnest  committee,  who  would 
have  some  leisure  to  see  after  them  at  this  time,  and  advise  them  and  try  to  assist 
them  in  finding  work,  would  be  a  very  great  help  to  those  who  are  conducting  the 
exercises  there. 

Many  women  are  confined  in  the  jail,  and  we  would  commend  them  to  the  sym¬ 
pathy  of  Christian  people,  and  ask  that  wise  and  good  measures  be  taken  to  help 
them. 

A  large  amount  of  reading  matter  has  been  furnished  the  prisoners  during  the  year, 
and  pecuniary  assistance  has  been  given  in  several  cases.  That  the  seed  sown  may 
spring  up  and  bring  forth  an  abundant  harvest,  is  our  earnest  prayer.

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HOSPITAL  AND  VISITATION  OF  THE  SICK. 

Meetings  were  held  at  the  Hospital  during  six  months  of  the  year,  being  omitted 
from  June  to  November,  inclusive,  owing  to  the  repairing  of  the  building. 

The  attendance  was  somewhat  larger  than  that  of  last  year. 

The  number  of  sick  visited  in  and  out  of  the  building  was  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven  (157.)  Of  the  seventy-three  (73)  visited  in  different  parts  of  the  city,  five 
died  in  full  triumph  of  seeing  their  Redeemer  in  glory. 

The  committee  had  many  calls  for  aid,  but  were  unable  to  comply  to  all.  They 
extended  the  hand  of  charity  so  far  as  they  were  able. 

There  were  three  meetings  held  at  private  homes,  with  an  attendance  of  sixty-three.

February  I,  1883,  found  us  with  a  balance  of  $28  70.  We  have  received  through 
the  members  of  the  committee  since  that  time,  £144  25.  Through  the  kindness  of 
the  Lecture  Committee  of  the  Association,  who  held  a  Japanese  tea  party  with  the 
assistance  of  young  ladies,  we  received  £43  20,  making  our  total  receipts  since  Feb¬ 
ruary  i;  1883,  £216  15,  a  portion  of  which  has  been  expended  in  the  purchase  of 
carpets  for  two  of  the  lodging  rooms,  some  articles  of  new  furniture,  repairing  others, 
and  in  cleaning  the  house.  Sums  thus  expended  amounted  to  £161  46,  leaving  a 
balance  in  our  treasury  of  £54  69.  At  the  annual  meeting,  February  12th,  Mrs.  J. 
J.  Clyde  was  unanimously  re-elected  President,  and  Mrs.  I.  S.  Kerr  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.  The  ladies  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Managers  the  re-appomtment  of 
Eliza  McCartney  as  matron  of  the  building.

The  twenty-ninth  anniversary  of  the  Association  was  held  in  the 
auditorium  of  the  Grace  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  on  Tuesday 
evening,  February  15,  1884.  Notwithstanding  the  cold,  drizzling  rain, 
seven  hundred  persons,  including  many  business  men,  were  present. 

Potted  plants  were  tastefully  arranged  on  the  front  of  the  platform 
on  which  sat  the  gentlemen  who  participated  in  the  exercises. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  an  anthem  by  the  church  choir.  Rev. 
W.  H.  H.  Snyder,  of  Salem  Reformed  Church,  read  Matt,  xxv:  14-46, 
and  Rev.  William  J.  Stevenson,  D.  D.,  of  Grace  M.  E.  Church  offered 
prayer.  After  the  singing  of  a  hymn  by  the  audience,  the  retiring 
President,  John  C.  Harvey,  gave  an  abstract  of  the  annual  report, 
and  introduced  D.  W.  Cox,  President-elect,  who  briefly  responded. 
Mrs.  A.  J.  Senseman  sweetly  sang  a  solo  and  Rev.  George  S.  Chambers, 
of  the  Pine  Street  Presbyterian  Church,  delivered  the  first  address, 
“What  is  the  place  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  in  the 
philanthropic  agencies  of  the  times?”  being  his  topic.  Messrs.  Israel 
Ellenberger,  Hazleton,  Reily,  and  Palm  sang  “Remember  Me,  O 
Migjity  One,”  with  fine  effect.  Rev.  R.  J.  Keeling,  D.  D.,  rector  of 
Saint  Stephen’s  Episcopal  Church,  answered  the  query  “What  can  the 
Association  do  for  the  Church?”  and  the  choir  and  congregation  united 
in  singing  “Go,  Labor  on;  Spend  and  be  Spent.”  After  Rev.  H.  S. 
Cook,  of  the  Second  Lutheran  Church,  had  spoken  on  “  What  can  the 
Church  do  for  the  Association  ?”  the  hymn  “  Blest  be  the  Tie  that  Binds 
our  Hearts  in  Christian  Love,”  was  sung  and  a  financial  statement  made 
by  the  Treasurer,  Gilbert  M.  McCauley.  “What  is  the  Duty  of  the 
Community  to  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  and  how  can  it 
be  Discharged?”  was  the  subject  of  Hon.  Francis  Jordan’s  address,  which 
was  followed  by  a  collection  amounting  to  $50  79.  The  audience 
again  sang  a  hymn,  followed  by  the  Doxology,  and  the  benediction  was 
pronounced  by  Rev.  Mr.  Snyder. 

No  lengthy  reports  were  presented  and  the  addresses  were  brief  and 
interesting.  The  exercises  were  entertaining  and  practical.
